Most grasses are eharaeterized by the early e.\- 
trnsion of the anthers, but the eondition in which the stigmas an* the 
first to be develoj)ed, known as jirotrnxjjfiii/, is stated by Ilaekc*!' to 
occur strongly in Antliuxantliam, Pnnii.'ictuin, and SjxirfiiKt. Sjuir- 
tina cytuhsuroidi's is rare in Nc'w Knglaiul, the i)reviously known 
stations (excluding Connecticut) being at Brewster ami l)(‘nnis in 
Barnstable County, Wareham in Plymouth County, ami Salisbury in 
Essex County, Massachusetts.

A NEW V.XRIETY OK BlDENS E.YTONl. 


Bidens e.atoni heriiald var. illicita, var. MOV. Larger heads 
eainpanulate, d()-32-flowered; outer achenes (>-7 mm. long, 2 mm. 
wide, 2-awned, inner achenes ().S-7.5 mm. long, 1.5-1.8 mm. wide, 
2-3-awned, the marginal hairs all antrorse except rarely one or two 
at extiH'ine base; awns 2.S-3.7 mm. long, barbed both ways, upward 
at bas(‘, downward or both ways in middle, upward or downward at 
apex.—M. vss.vchuskti's: Tidal shore of JMerrimae River, Amesbury, 
22 Sept., 1928, lilukc 10784.V (type in U. S. National Herbarium, 
no. 1,305,540). 

Of this form only a single plant was found, so robust that it provided 
material for about ten sheets. Its characters, in connection with its 
occurrence in company with typical Bidens catoni Eernald with down¬ 
wardly barbed awns and var. f(dlox Fernald with upwardly barbe<l 
awns, might lead to the suspicion that it represejited a hybrid between 
them. The onlvother form of Bidt ns ( afoiii with awns barbed in both 
directions, var. niid(djlliii Fassett- from the Kennebec River, Maine, 
is, however, found in a region where no other form of the s])eeies 
except one with downwardly barbed awns is known to occur. Var. 
inut(d>ilin, of which I have examined the type material in the Gray 
Herbarium, differs from var. illicitn in its very short awns (only 
0.5-2 mm. long) and in the fact that the angles of the achene are 
barbed both retrorselv and antrorselv.
